many  open  doors  awaiting  our  entrance;  Resolved, 
That  we  recomend  such  revision  of  the  existing  pas- 
toral charges  os  willlessen  the  number  by  the  absorp- 
tion cf  two  or  more  of  the  existing  number,  thus  giv- 
ing more  financiol  strength  to  the  remainder. 

Resolved,  furthur,  that,  in  the  judgment  of  your 
committee  we  should  develop  a  policy  of  expansion. 
If  Ave  nave  any  work  to  do  in  this  field,  it  is  both  right 
and  needful  that  we  enter  territory  hitherto  unoccu- 
pied by  ourselves.  Never  in  the  history  of  this  coun- 
try has  so  much  advance  been  made  along  material 
lines.  Immense  corporations  have  proiected  schemes 
for  developments  that  will  revolutionize  every  bhase  of 
the  domestic  life  of  this  region. 

Your  committee,  in  looking  out  upon  this  expand- 
ing, restless,  rushing  tide  of  progress  now  spreading 
over  this  southland  desire  to  see  a  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  planted  in  close  louch  with  every  whir- 
ring mill,  and  a  spire  of  our  own  pointing  heavenward 
alongside  of  every  belching  smoke  stack  within  our 
borders.

We,  as  a  home  mission  body,  being  familial  with 
the  various  difficulties  which  oni'ront  lis  in  our  work, 
can  readily  see  the  great  need  of  a  work  strongly  ag- 
gressive among  the  people  of  the  world,  who  sit  in 
darkness,  whose  hearts  crave  a  peace  and  comfort 
which  their  gods  of  wood  and  stone  cannot  afford. 

And  we  understand  the  necessity  of  sending  them 
workers  who  can  instruct  them  how  to  obtain  these 
blessings. 

It  is  a  fact  that  all  of  these  peoples  have  been 
schooled  in  their  superstitions  by  the  most  scholarly 
of  their  race,  and  if  we  are  to  cope  with  them  ir  an 
effectual  w\v,  we  must  put  forth  every  audabe effort 
to  secure  funds  for  the  support  of  our  missionaries 
in  a  land  where th<  y  stani  alone,  meeting  the  difficul- 
ties which  arise  fr<  m  the  prejudice  to  the  white  man, 
the  inability  to  speak  the  verna<  ular,  and  the  climatic 
conditions  which  <  onfront  them. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  this  Conference  give 
ail  attention  it  can  to  the  raising  of  its  apportionment 
for  the  great  cause  of  Foreign  Missions.
